On the other hand, the 
French were fully prepared for their ap- 
proach, and were able to give them a 
warm welcome in growing daylight. At 
the same time, the immunity which .the 
raiders enjoyed over Eng'and obviously 
requires explanation—especially the failure 
to put up the artillery barrage over 
London, where casualties were heavy. 
| There is a suggestion that new tactics 
were being tried ; if so, these were clearly 
inetective. We may rejoice whole- 
heartedly, however, at the signal success 
of our French Allies. .It is not quite cer- 
tain, but the evidence strongly suggests, 
that the airships which visited France 
were the same as those which had pre- 
viously yisited England. Possibly they 
were driven, or blundered, out of their 
homeward course. Their visit to France, 
whatever its reason, ended in crushing 
disaster, inflicted upon them by the com- 
bined action of aeroplanes and anti- 
aircraft batteries. The raiders, appr rently 
eleven in all, were dispersed and hunted 
all over the country. One was brought 
down in flames. A second, attacked by 
aeroplanes, was forced to descend un- 
damaged. Two more, crippled by gun- 
fire, were also driven to earth and their 
crews were. captured.

It is probable that 
the Zéppelins destroyed are of the neweat 
type, for they were much less noisy than 
those that came before, and, if so, the 
blow is a heavy one to the Kaiser and his 
people. Five airships of eleven either 
destroyed or captared will make the Ger 
man rulers think twice before they 
initiate another Zeppelin raid. 

Mingled with the satisfaction there is 4 
feeling of yaar roa that the 
Zeppelins-were allowed to get away from 
our shores in safety. They were hanging 
about overhead for hours, and it was sup- 
posed that they were being attacked by 
our aviators. since there was no gun-fire.
